T he speaker is a Virginian and 
was educated in New England. 
H e 
contrasted the two civilizations and 
while he gave honor to both, the a r g u­ 
ment clearly was tha t Faneuil Hall 
was the center of influence from which 
went forth the moral power t ha t mold­ 
ed this nation's life. Puritanism marks 
the rise of the individual and 
places 
him upon the pedestal of force and 
power. 
W hile we buiid monuments to the 
great, would it not be well to build 
them in honor 
of the fathers and 
mothers? 
But Puritism was not alway s right. 
It took a Wendell Phillips to direct 
even the influences from Boston and 
New England against slavery . It need­ 
ed to be known tha t the black man was 
despised not so much because he was 
black, but because he was a laboring 
man. 
Manhood lies in character. 
All 
our religion goes to teach t ha t even 
Romanism is a valuable factor in the 
control of our city population, but free 
Protestantism laid the foundations of 
this Government. 
An open Bible, an 
educated ministry and the doctrines of 
John Calvin were the prime principles 
of early New England. 
These formed 
the ty pe of the man and the true idea 
of Government was 
the 
theocracy . 
The P uritan idea must win. 
Mr, W aters is a pleasing speaker and 
his lecture had some good points, and 
y et there were utterances in it, tha t 
will be disputed, 
T hobest.and most scholarly {lecture 
y et delivered 
during this Assembly
